An intelligent audience, of 
goodly 
proportions, heard Bicknell Young. C. 
.S. B., at the opera house 
- uursdav 
vening. 
Mr. Young, who is a mem­ 
ber of the board of lectureship of the 
First Church of Christ (Scientist) of 
Boston, Mass., lectured on "Christian 
Science," and his lecture here was 
under the auspices of the First Church 
of Christ (Scientist) of this city . The 
lecture was 
entirely complimentary , 
and many of those present were in­ 
vestigators who 
had 
never 
before 
heard an ex position of the tenets of 
this creed. 
The speaker was introduced by City 
Solicitor 
L. I*. Metzger, who spoke 
briefly in introduction. 
Mr. Young was 
accorded unusual 
attention throughout the progress of 
his discourse, which made a marked 
impression on his hearers. 
In open­ 
ing he nud e the point that "science 
must relate to truth, and therefore to 
God, since God is the cause and basis 
i» f all that is true.” 
He stated that 
Christian Science is founded on the 
Bible, and that the Christian Science 
tex t book, "Science and Health With 
Key 
to 
the 
Scriptures,” by Mary 
Baker G. Eddy , is in reality a com­ 
mentary on the Bible. He spent much 
Time in outlining the tenets of 
tlie 
faith, and its relation to healing, cur­ 
ing. etc. 
"The steps of salvation in 
Chritian Science," 
said 
Mr. 
Young, 
as in other 
denominations, involve 
the admission of sin, repentance and 
reformation manifested in a corrected 
life.” 
In part Mr. Young spoke as follows: 
"Christian Science may be defined 
.¡s the science of all that relates to 
God, and is science not only in rela­ 
tion to healing, but as corrective in 
relation to all problems of ex istence. 
"Christian 
Science 
does not pro­ 
claim a new God nor a new law, but 
comes declaring the same God, and 
ln> same Taw that Jesus declared, the

one infinite eternal God, who is good, 
and his good and unchangeable law. 
Christian Science declares the omni­ 
potence of God as do all other denom­ 
inations, and upon that basis shows 
that evil has no power, knowledge or 
presence; in other words, that it is 
unreal. 
"Christian Science never 
ascribes 
evil to God or makes Him in am way 
responsible for it, but shows that evil 
originates in a belief of material ex ­ 
istence entirely apart from God, and 
unsupported by science or truth. 
Of 
all people, Christian Scientists believe 
most absolutely in Christ. 
They 
ac­ 
cept the 
teachings of 
Christ Jesus 
without reservation. 
"Ir was scientific religion that heal­ 
ed the sick in th« * time of Jesus and 
His disciples, and it does the same 
work now, 
and must alway s do it, 
since His life and work were an ex ­ 
ample for all time, and His method 
was a universal and imperishable her­ 
itage of man. 
“Christian Scientists are in no wise 
array ed against those who believe in 
materia medica. 
They were all 
be­ 
lievers in it themselves 
until 
they 
found in Christian Science a more effi­ 
cacious way of healing. 
This way 
they believe to be the very best one, 
because it is God’s way , as shown in 
the works of Jesus. 
Although chari­ 
tably disposed 
toward 
those 
who 
practice materia medica, it is a well- 
known fact that 
materia medica is 
merely an ex perimental sy stem. Sure- 
Iv after 4,000 y ears it ought to be be­ 
y ond this stage. 
Furthermore, it is a 
self-confessed condition 
of weakness 
that combinations of medical socie­ 
ties and the medical fraternity gen­ 
erally should come before our legisla­ 
tures demanding 
special legislation, 
the tendency of which is almost in­ 
variably o shut out all other sy stems.

Attorney S. \V. Ram sey 
will represent the Shaffer and Mackin 
tosh interests, 
in 
the meantime, by 
agreement of all parties, no further 
steps toward the parceling of the prop 
ertv will be taken. 
Briefly , 
the facts 
are as follows; 
Hanna 
& Kridler, local 
real 
estate 
agents, claim that, acting under an 
thorite from Mrs. Shaffer, the owner 
and H. H. Sharp, her representative, 
they sold the entire property , with a 
t>0-foot frontage on East Main street, 
to August Corso, and received from 
him a pay ment on the purchase price. 
S. E. Mackintosh, who conducts the 
livery stable on the property , claims 
that prior to this sale he, Mrs. Shaffer 
and Mr. Sharp had entered into a vet* 
bal agreement whereby 
Mr. Mackin­ 
tosh was to buy a portion of the prop 
erty including the livery stable, with 
a 20-foot frontage 
on 
Main street. 
When the transfer to Corso was an­ 
nounced Mr. Mackintosh took steps to 
secure his prior rignts as claimed, and 
secured an agreement from the Shaf

It was this 
step which caused Corso to institute 
the legal proceedings Friday morning.
